Arguments Claiming That 


Tends to Grow Longer.

VIEWS 01 DE. W. AINSLIE EOLLIS. 


Chief Cause of the EnsrlUh 


Improved Health He Finds In the 
Sanitary Improvements of Modern 
Life—Dr. AH lilt us' Means For Re- 
•IstlitK Natural Decay of Ag-e. 


Encouragement and comfort will be 


derived by persons advancing in years 
from some articles printed in a recent 
number of The Lancet, where Dr. W. 
Ainslie Hpllia advances arguments for 
the belief that human life is tending to 
grow longer, and Dr. Jnlins Althana 
suggests means for resisting the natural 
decay of age, while The Lancet itself 
editorially propounds equally hopeful 
views. 


Oa one important statistical fnct they 


ail agree—namely, that according to 
the records of the British general regis- 
try office "the middle arch of life" has 
been advanced from about 40 years to 
nearly 50 years in half a century. 
The 


meaning of this is that whereas of 
1,000,000 persons born at the same time 
COO, 000 were dead by the time the rest 
had completed their fortieth year 50 
years ago. the point where the number 
of those who perish is equal to that of 
the survivors is now the forty-ninth 
year; half of us, that is, are now 
mathematically sure of reaching the 
age of 50, while our grandfathers could 
count on the same chance of attaining | 
their fortieth year only. 


"This means an enormous improve- 


ment in the health of the nation and a 
corresponding delay in the manifesta- 
tions of senility, inasmuch as they 
mainly depend upon various structural 
defects due to unhealthy surroundings," 
says Dr. Hollis. The chief cause of the 
improvement he finds in the improved 
sanitation of modern life, which re- 
moves many obstacles to the normal de- 
velopment of the human body. He 
thinks it probable that a direct relation- 
ship exists in mammals between the 
duration of adolescence of a breed and 
its potential longevity and, from the 
' known fact that the period of adoles- 


cence can be shortened artificially, with 
the result that the life of the animal is 
shortened, argues that it may likewise 
D9 lengthened, thereby prolonging the 
animal's natural life. The ascertained 
faeV: that the usual age of marriage in 
England comes much later than it did 
25 years ago seems to him, therefore, 
a reason for hope that the c-middle arch 
of life"' maV be advanced still further, 
and that "the expansion of youth may 
be looked for where a green old age is 
common.'' 


The view taken of old age by Dr. 


Althaus is more technical. He tells us: 


"Our mean lifetime is at present 


about 50 years, but the complete cycle 
of physiological life, to which we ought 
to aspire, is a hundred. That so few 
persons reach this consummation is 
owing to bad inheritance, mismanage- 
ment of children, neglect of the sick and 
aged, the large variety of bacterial poi- 
sons which make constant war upon us, 
improper food, unwholesome dwellings 
and trades, impure air, overcrowding, 
the habitual abuse of drugs and alco- 
holic liquors, overexcitement of the 
nervous system, excessive brain work, 
worry, grief, anxiety and trouble and 
accidents." 


If such incidents of life can be avoid- 


ed, the chances of becoming a centena- 
rian should be good. Old age, which sets 
in usually about the sixtieth year, is, 
< 


'according to Dr. Althaus, a degenera- | 
tion of the protoplasm of the nerve cells 
! 


in successive areas of the brain and 
spinal cord." It can be checked, he as- 
serts, by methods of electrotherapy, re- 
sulting, if applied in time, in nutrition 
of the nerve cells and rejuvenescence j 
such that the faculties can be retained 
fairly well till the eightieth or the 
ninetieth year. 
The Lancet, though 


treating Dr. Althaus' hypothesis with 
respect, is somewhat skeptical as to the 
permanent results froin his application 
of electricity. 
It is agreed, however, 


that the average duration of life, in 
England at least, has been materially 
increased within a generation so far as 
regards the years of work.—New York 
Sun.

Use of Potatoes. 


Old potatoes should never be pared 


before cooling. Tbe most nutritious 
portion of toe potato lies immediately 
under tbe slan, and this is generally all 
•pared away 
A email elice should first 


be cut from each end. This lets tbe wa- 
ter out, and tbe potatoes are then put 
into cold water and allowed to heat 
elowly. They should boil as slowly as 
possible until done. There area variety 
of ways of warming'over cold potatoes, 
and nearly all good and economical. 
Never throw away a cold potato, bet 
cat it in tbin slices and lay it in a bowl, 
with a few slices of onions, a little pep- 
per, salt and vinegar, a tea spoonful of 
oil, and you have a relishing salad for 
Innch. The best way to cook sweet po-- 
tatoes is to chip off, a piece of each end 
and roast in the< oven. They should 
never be boiled.. They are very nic« 
stewed. If any are left over, they make 
a nice breakfast dish if sliced length- 
wise and fried on the griddle. 


To Keep Gilt Frames Clean. 


To clean goW picture frames, beat the 


white cf an egg, add to it a pint of cold 
water. Moisten your frames with this 
mixture, using a sponge; then carefully 
wipe with a soft flannel. Take a sec- 
ond cloth, perfectly dry, and give the 
frames a light rnbbing. If the frames 
are not clean and bright after this treat- 
ment, yon had better take them • to a

THE READY WIT OF THE MAN OF 


BLOOD AND IRON. 


A Cemetery That Would Not Agree With 


Blm—LOMOUS In Politeness to Count 
Than of Aa»trl»— A Startling Antwer to 
*n Indiscreet Quostlou. 


The late Prlnco Bismarck, although 


known as a man of blood and iron, was 
remarkable for bis ready wit and bis novor 
lulling alertness in any emergency 
A fow 


years before his death ho was surprised by 
n delegation of peasants from his family 
estate, Schoenhauson 
They had oomo to 


ask him to chcoso their village cemetery 
far his fln.il resting place. 


''It can t be," rophed Bismarck calmly. 


'The conditions of your comoti-ry do not 
Bgri-i} with my rheumatism, and I have no 
desire to bring my gout yrith uio into the 
grave." 


Naturally brave and oftun reckless in 


the face of clangor, Bismnrok shunned 
nothing when a lifo was to bo saved. As 
B young lieutenant ho risked his own life 
to sa\e that of his drowning servant 
He 


rneeivod the medal "for saving of human 
life," and ho continued to wear it on all 
luroruonious occasions until ho withdrew 
from public life 
Once some nigh person- 


age proud of his titles and decorations, 
noticed the insignificant little medal on 
the breast of Bismarck and usked snoor- 
tngly, "What does that thing mean?" 


"Not 
much," said Bismarck, "only 


that I am in the habit of sating c life cow 
and then." 


He was a man of the world whenever 


ho wanted to be so and an excellent talk- 
er 
Those qualities surprised no one moro 


than the empress of France, who, like most 
of her countrywomen, was inclined to 
conceive Bismarck as a rude, cold blooded, 
clumsy brute of the old uncivilized Teu- 
tons, who led a primitive lifo in the vir- 
ginal forests of Germany, dividing their 
hostile attentions between boars, bears 
and Romans It was she who said of him, 
"Mais il est plus oauheur qu'un Fran- 
oais!" 


While Austria remained the head of the 


Federation of German States and Bis- 
marck attended the federal council at 
Frankfort as the representative of Prussia 
he had many dealings and as many semi- 
hostile encounters with the Austrian pres- 
ident of the council. Count Thun, whom 
ha viewed with unlimited disgust 
Once 


he called on Thun, who received him in 
bis shirt sleeves 
Bismarck proceeded to 


pull oft bis own coat without a moment's 
hesitation saying, "Indeed, count, it is 
very hot in your room I' 
1 


The count jumped from his chair and 


hastened to rut on bis coat, at the same 
time pouring out apologies 
On the occa- 


sion of another visit Thun was seated at 
his writing desk smoking and with an 
open box of cigars in front of him 
He 


asked Bisrna-ck to wait for a few mo- 
ments, but o^ered him nothing to smoke. 
Bismarck, w'~o was an enthusiastic devo- 
tee of the weod, suffered in silence for a 
few moments and then walked up to the 
desk and deliberately picked out a cigar 
under the nose of the startled count, and 
onco more that gentleman bad to apolo- 
gize

Bismarck was always disliked by the 


diplomatists of the old school, whose tricks

He confounded 


their clever plans time and again by an 
almost overbearing use of the truth 
In 


the spring of 1866, when the war against 
Austria was nothing but a possibility, 
Bismarck, who was then* president of the 
Prussian cabinet, attended a dinnisr given 
by the minister of Saxony 
The Countess 


Hohenthal, vho sat by bis side, waa in- 
considerate enough to ask, "Is it true that 
vonr excellency intends to go to war with 
Austria?' 


"Certainly, my dear countess," replied 


Bismarck in his blankest manner. 
"I 


have thought of nothing else sinoe I en- 
tered the cabinet 
Our guns are ready, 


and you will soon find that they are su- 
perior to the Austrian artillery " 


"But, then, you must give me some 


friendly advice," said the countess 
"I 


have two castles, one in Bohemia and one 
near Leipsic Which one will be the safest 
to go to?" ' 


' 'If you take my advice " answered Bis- 


marck, "you will not go to Bohemia 
Your castle is located in the very vicinity 
where we intend to beat the Austrians 
Go to Saxony, and you will be perfectly 
safe " 


The countess made her indiscretion 
com- 


plete by telling every one of this remark- 
able conversation The world was startled, 
and demands for an explanation came 
from all quarters 


"Pooh i" smiled Bismarck, with a shrug 


of his shoulders " Do you pay attention 
to an ironical answer prompted by an in- 
discreet question?" 


Wolff's Telegraph bureau was honored 


with Bismarck's attention on account of 
some alleged irregularities The chancellor 
summoned one of the government officers, 
who promptly asserted that he did 'not 
know a thing about the whole matter 


'You had better make a thorough in- 


vestigation and give ine a detailed report,' 
said Bismarck 
"But there is no speoial 


hurry 
If I have the report by tomorrow 


at noon, that will be time enough."

Still I woiked on, 
sandwiching in sketches and sfcoriea 
enough to keep ns going between the 
nets of my play, until it seemed as if 
the pen weie constantly in my hand 
and my brain was in a whirl. We were 
never reduced to actual want, nor even 
—thanks to the kindness of oar cred- 
itors—to public humiliation, but for 
the first time since my xnarriage I waa 
compelled to renew acquaintance with 
the pawnbrokers, and my pride was 
humbled forever. 


"Worse still was the constant worry 


and care for our little one. We could 
not afford to hire a nurse, so the wife 
and I took turns in standing watch over 
her. Baby had just reached the age 
when she was learning to lisp our 
names, and she clung to ns with that 
blind confidence of childhood which 
tugs at human heartstrings stronger 
than anything I know on earth. Then 
we tasted the bitter anguish of seeing 
our little darling, whom we had learned 
to love so, fade and wither before our 
eyes like a tender flower, and we could 
not help her.

Yet I often wonder as I 
watch the people laughing at and ap- 
plauding the performance how it would 
affect them if they knew that those 
lines were written by the bedside of my 
dying baby, in the still, solemn hours 
of the night, while my dear, devoted 
little wife slept the sleep of the utterly 
exhausted. Would they laugh if they 
knew that between those laughable lines 
I often paused to soothe my baby's fe- 
vered brow and wet her parched lips? 
Some of those side splitting scenes were 
written with my little one in my anna 
and a heavier weight than her frail lit- 
tle form on my heart. It would have 
been a tragedy had I written as I felt. 


"Then in the midst of rehearsals the 


hurry, worry and manifold vexations 
incident to staging a new play, the pic- 
ture of that pallid little face on the pil- 
low, 
with the tired, tearful one of my 


wife bending over it, would come be- 
tween me and the stage, and those 
laugh provoking speeches sounded like 
ribald mockeries to my ears. How 'will- 
ingly would I have forfeited even the 
certainty _of success to bring the glow 
of health and happiness back to those 
two loved faces. 


"On the night of the first perform 


ance there was no one to respond to the 
calls for the author. I was sitting by 
• the bed of my baby, watching her little 
life flicker and go out even at the hour 
when my fame and fortune were born. 
And were they to increase a thousand- 
fold they could never blot out the bitter 
memory of that night. It was part of 
the price of success, and it can never be 
all paid on this earth."

"Pardon me for paining yon, old fel-

The news to the country and world 


this morning was that 175 American 
soldiers 
had 
been 
killed 
and 


wounded by Filipino insurgents near 
Manila and that hundreds of the Fili- 
pinos were dead and dying. The Fili- 
pinos attacked the Americans and pre- 
cipitated a fierce, all-night battle. Op- 
posed in this conflict were men of the 
most enlightened and unselfish nation 
in the world, and men of a "senu-bar- 
bario" people. The arms of the half 
barbarian were raised against a people, 
who had rescued him from the despot- 
ism of a medieval monarchy and were 
preparing to take him under their pro- 
tection and guidance.

GIN HOLD OUR OWN. 


Opinion of Foreigners on the 


Present Struggle. 


Filipinos Lost Sympathy by 


Aggressive Attitude. 


Otis Has Substantial Backing In 


Dewey's Large Fleet, 


Belief Thai Agoncillo Has Been Connected 


With the Outbreak. 


Washington. Feb. 6.—Ab the various 


foreign embassies and legations the news 
of an outbreak at Manila aroused the 
kfenest Interest, and It was discussed in 
all Its international bearing-s. At the 
British, French and other embassies 
most directly .lntere°ted no official word 
had been received, and the press advices 
were being relied on for Information, 
These were sufficient to satisfy diplo- 
matic officials that a very grave situa- 
tion was presented. In the main, how- 
ever, the foreign opinion was optimistic 
as to the ability of the United States to 
successfully cope with this Insurrection, 
although one eminent dip'iomatic official 
regarded jt as foreshadowing a series of 
colonial conflicts. 


As to its international bearings, a lead- 


Ing marnber of the diplomatic corps said 
the outbreak made two things quite 
clear, namely, that no foraign power 
could or would intervene or exert any In- 
fluence m the Philippines; and seconds 
that foreign governments would now 
recognize in this overt act of the Fili- 
pinos that the United States was justified 
In using strong repressive measures. So 
long as the Filipinos remained in a pas- 
sive attitude of resistance it was pointed 
out there' might be some justflcaton for 
foreign sympathy with them; but if this 
advanced to an aggressive attitude and 
the kill'ing of American soldiers, this of- 
ficial expressed the belief that foreign 
governments would take the view always 
taken under such circumstances, that an 
onslaught leading to the killing of the 
citizens of a country called for the most 
summary redress. The I-dea that the 
Filipinos could hope for recognition from 
any foreign power was dismissed. 


It is said that the present force of 


foreign warship^ at or. near Manila are 
two British, one German and one French. 
These could be quickly augmented, how- 
ever, from the large squadrons which the 
several powers maintain in Asiatic 
waters, but the officials do not appre- 
hend this will be any occasion for ex- 
tending protection to foreign residents, 
the only use to which these vessels could 
be put. Such protection, it is said, would 
be given only as a last resort, as it might 
be construed by this country as an as- 
sertion of its inability to maJntain order 
and protect persons and property. 


Diplomats took a Hvely interest In the 


news, realizing that the government of 
the Umted States will call upon them 
very early to see to it that no aid of any 
sort is rendered to the Filipinos, and that 
no filibustering expeditions shall leave 
therir soil with munitions of war or sup- 
plies tor the insurgents. Special pre- 
cautions will be. asked to be taken at 
Singapore and Hong Kong, principal 
points of the eastern trade, to prevent 
the dispatch of vessels carrying secret 
carg es in aid of the insurgents. 


It is believed that the interests of the 


other nations in a peaceful state of things 
in the east will cause them to exercise 
special v.gilance in this respect, a matter 
of much importance in view of the great 
number and extent of the Philippine isl- 
ands. Without the receipt of arms or 
ammunition from the outside the in- 
surgents will be badly handicapped. The 
Unoted States, by refusing to recognize 
Agoncillo in any way, is in a strong posi- 
tion dip'omatically, and no doubt is ex- 
pressed as to all European nations main- 
taining a most correct attitude and re- 
fusing in any manner to acknowledge 
that Aguinaldo and his followers have 
any status warranting their recognition 
In any manner. 


Admiral Dewey yesterday cabled the 


navy department that hostilities had 
begun betwen the American army and 
naval forces in and about Manila, and 
the Philippine insurgents. 
The In- 


surgents, he said, had been the aggres- 
sors, and had been repulsed.- The mes- 
sage follows: 


"Insurgents here inaugu -ated general 


engagement yesterday night, which was 
continued today. • The American army 
and navy is generally successful. In- 
surgents have been driven back and our 
line advanced. No casualties to navy." 


The news came like a shock, for the 


administration, though apprised that an 
ugly situation prevailed In the Philip- 
pines, had clung steadily to a hope that 
by tact and patience actual fighting 
might be avei ted, and even those public 
men who felt that hostilities would fol- 
low, should the treaty be ratified and the 
United States attempt to occupy the 
islands, believed that Aguinaldo would 
not force the fighting when the treaty 
of peace was in its most critical stage 
Some senatorial opponents of ratifica- 
tion of the treaty adhere to their posi- 
tion, but the general opinion In Wash- 
ington is that the news from Manila in- 
sures the ratification of the treaty this 
afternoon. 


The news of the beginning of another 


war came from 'Admiral Dewey. No 
word had been received from General 
Otis up to nightfall." It seems to be 
Dewey's fortune always to be able to 
report favorable news, and like all of his 
me:sages that have cone before this 
cablegram to.d of the success of the 
An erican forces In the action. It was 
with great re-?>et, however that the ad- 
min stratlon learned that the insurgents 
bad forced the Issue. It had hrped oli 
k „ 0 (..i»-, they could be brought to see 
tne advantages of placing their irust In 
the American people nod relying upon 
the president to deal Juatly with them. 
Tl * admin.stration argued that with 
the Philippine commission fairly on the 
sea, en route for Manila, bringing with 
them message* from the president, and 
with the peace treaty still unacted on. 
It was not to be credited that they would 
refuse to wait to learn the purpose* of 
Wit American government but would 
precipitate the long Impending conflict 


While this was true the officials here 


tnd the officers In Manila had not been 
Mind to the threat contained In'the situa- 
tion there, and every. 


been made for Just what occurred Satur- 
day night. It Iti now acknowledged that 
fear of an outbreak in Luzon was the 
explanation for the much commented on 
failure of General Miller to force a land- 
ing at lloilo, on the island of Panay. 
Otis felt that he wanted all the troops 
at Manila, where was located the center 
of danger. Part of Miller's force, there- 
fore, was returned to Manila, and that 
general >yas left with one regiment of 
regulars and a battalion of artillery, just 
sufficient to take advantage of any de- 
fection in his front, but not enough to 
force hia way ashore and hold his own. 
Then, rather as a formal authorization, 
'or he did not need the Instruction, Dewey 
was told to co-operate fully with General 
Otis in any measures the latter might 
take. 


It Is believed that It was unknown to 


the Insurgents that eome of the Ameri- 
can warships were quietly moved in 
positions where they 
perfectly com- 


manded the Insurgent trenches and de- 
fenses and could shell them with effect 
in case of an outbreak. Thle movement 
was effected more than 10 days ago and 
the administration has not felt serious 
apprehension of General Otis' ability at 
least to hold his own. The American 
position 
mifrht 
have been 
greatly 


strengthened, it Is said, by a judicious 
extension of the lines in certain direc- 
tions, and also by taking summary meas- 
ures to prevent th« operations of the 
Insurgents In taking up positions and or- 
ganizing: forces. 


President McKinley took the view that 


perhaps under a strjct construction of 
the terms of the protocol, which still 
holds good in the absence of the ratifica- 
tion of the treaty, he lacked authority 
to extend the field of occupation of the 
Americans. The fact that the insurgents 
themselves have been the first to break 
the truce probably releases the United 
States government from further obliga- 
tion in this respect, so that General Otis 
was unquestionably warranted, in the 
opinion of the administration officials, 
in extending his lines as Dewey reports 
he has done. 
.'• 


The situation Is regarded here as rather 


anamalous from a diplomatic stand- 
point. Legally the Filipinos are still 
Spanish subjects. Therefore, if hostile 
operations continue outside of the limits 
of Manila, as laid down in the protocol, 
it will amount to a resumption of the war 
with Spain, at least technically. 


Officials noted one little flaw in Dewey's 


dispatch, in that he spoke of the Ameri- 
can army and navy as "generally suc- 
cessful," conveying just the least inti- 
mation that at some points the results 
were'not as satisfactory as at others. It 
is inferred here that this might mean the 
development of weakness at some of the 
more exposed points on the American 
lines which might easily be explained by 
the fact that the attack was made at 
night, perhaps in places where the in- 
surgents could creep close up to the shel- 
ter of the tropicaJ jungle that grows 
nearly into the town of Manila, 


Every confidence, however, is felt that 


General Otis is master of the situation. 
This confidence is based not only on yes- 
terday's cablegram, but from repeated 
assurances to that effect conveyed'by 
General Otis to Washington from time 
to time during tha past few months. The 
forces under his command as shown by 
the records of the adjutant general's 
office Dec. 10, the date of the last report, 
were 21,649 troops, and of these there were" 
present for duty 19,516 men. 


A portion of this force, the Eighteenth 


Infantry and a battery of artillery, are at 
Hollo, where General Miller was sent a 
month or more ago, 


Approximately 6000 men are on their 


way to join GeneraJ^btis in four separate 
expeditions, though none are expected 
to reach Manila for three weeks or a 
anonth. 


The transport Sherman is now making 


ready in New Tork to carry 1820 men, and 
she will start not later than the 14th inst. 
That is all that can be supplied to Gen- 
eral Otis in the way of reinforcements, 
according to General Corbin, if the sol; 
dlers are to be of service In this cam- 
paign. More, of Bourse, will follow as 
rapidly as they can be gotten ready if 
reneral Otis needs them in any future 
operations he may plan; but, as already 
stated, it is thought the particular crisis 
will have passed before they can be 
transported the great distance from the 
United States to Manila. These troops, 
with those now in Cuba, represent the 
cream of "he American army, according 
to General Corbin. It is true that only 
about 3000 of General Otis' soldiers are 
regulars, but his volunteer soldiers have 
been under thorough discipline and 
training for many months, and many 
participated in the engagements attend- 
ing the capture of Manila and are prac- 
tically as good aa the regulars. 


No one here knows the real strength 


of the Insurgents opposed to General 
Otis. The reports of their numbers are 
conflicting and none of them comes from 
reliable sources. Still the best belief of 
the authorities at the war department 
Is that they number about 30,000 men, but 
they arc not comparable to the American 
forces in personnel, discipline or quality 
of arms. It is known that they have 
some Mausers, some Remirgtons and a 
variety of other firearms, and it is sus- 
pected that they have been quite plenti- 
fully supplied with ammunition from 
outside sources. Taken as a whole, this 
arman enfr is decidedly inferior to that 
of the American troops. Then, with m- 
expei ,enced officers, in many cases even 
the colonels of regiments being not more 
than 21 years of age, and their lack of 
knowledge of tactics, they are at a great 
disadvantage. 


Their strong point is their knowledge 


of the country and a certain fanatical 
bravery in onslaught that would befor- 
midaole to a volunteer force not weft 
trained to stand fire. Like the Cubans, 
they rely too much on aswordlike weapon , 
corresponding to the machete, a weapon j 
of littie value against long range rifles.

The fleet cannot operate against troops 


In the Interior, but undoubtedly Dewey 
Immediate y will draw a tight cordon of 
blockading vessels around the island of 
Luzon and make a special effort abso- 
lutely to cut off the insurgents from the 
supplies and ammunition which they 
must have to carry on the war. 


One of the first steps of the administra- 


tion, upon hearing of the outbreak at 
Manila, was to give attention to the 
presence in Washington of Agonoillo, the 
accredited representative her« of the 
Philippine Insurgents. They would not 
say whether or not any steps had been 
taken looking to his expulsion from the 
United Stfites or to ,his arrest, but his 
status, It can be stated, has already been j 
the subject of careful study. The of- 
ficials have been loth to uiisturb him, 
first, because they did not care to 
martyrize him unnecessarily; and, sec- 
ondly, because they did not care to ex- 
po=e themselves to the cnttoBm that 
they were Interfering improperly with 
the supply of information and arguments 
respecting the Philippine question while 
the treaty was pending before the senate. 
It is pc^alble, however, that th^ir pa- 
t'ence 1° now exhausted, be'ieving, aa 
they do, that he has in some fashion been 
connected with this outbreak. It was 
said at the state department, plainly, 
that Agoncillo was either a traitor or a 
spy. If the Philippines are regarded as 
American territory then he is the repre- 
sentative and a-ctive agent of an insur- 
rection against the United States, and as 
such, is a traitor. If the Philippines are 
still in nominal Spanish possession, then, 
as a state of war still technically exists, 
he could be regarded only as a spy. At 
the very least, his presence is highly ob- 
noxious, and there is sail? to be arr.pte 
authority for his expulsion by presiden- 
tial order.

1 Ing the 
whereabouts of Aguinaldo. 


He is credited by his fellow members of 
the junta with being in Baltimore, mak- 
ing a social call, accompanied by Captain 
Morti Burgos, an officer in the Filipino 
army. Dr. Luna and other members of 
the junta insist he will return today. 
They laughed at a report which had 
spread during the day that he had run 
away. On the other hand it is known 
that the secret service officials have 
Agoncillo under surveillance, wherever 
he may be. A story which seems to come 
from a quarter that should be credited 
states that Agoncillo left at 11:50 Satur- 
day night for New York. 


The members of the Filipino junta who 


are in the city were shown the report 
from Manila last night and readily gave 
a despnption of the location of the places 
where the fighting occurred. Dr. Luna 
Caid that the points named in the dis- 
patch He to the north and east of Manila, 
and that the insurgent army at that 
place is small :t a, much larger, force, he 
says, is encamped to the south, of the city 
In the direction of. Malate. 


The American outposts are the ones 


formerly occupied by the Spaniards on 
the outskirts of the oity, while those held 
by the insurgents are about a. mile away 
to the north and east. The distance be- 
tween Coloa^an and Poco, ithe^xtreme 
points of the fighting, is six miles. Coloa- 
can is the most northerly of the insur- 
gent outposts. This is the town spoken 
of in the Manila dispatch as having been 
bombarded by the Charleston and Con- 
cord. Dr. Luna claimed that it was im- 
possible for the American shells to have 
done any damage there, as the place is 
protected from the bay by a range of 
hills; furthermore, the American ships, 
he said, couifrnot take up a position close 
to the shore, owing to shallow water in. 
that vicinity. 


Balik-Balik, where the Insurgents had 


two field pieces, lies to the east of Coloa- 
can and much 'nearer to the American 
lines, being close to Pandacan and Poco. 
These two small towns are a very short 
distance from Tondo, the American out- 
post, and almost directly west of Santa 
Mesa. They are on aroad^running east- 
ward from Manila, 


The positions which tha Americans 


held at the begu'iming of the fight, Dr. 
Luna claims, were formerly occupied by 
the Filipinos. At the siege of Manila, 
he says, the natives drove the Spaniards 
from these "positions and took possession 
of them, but finally gave them up at tb-e 
request of General Otis, falling back 
about a mile, where they established new 
defenses. Some of these were captured 
ujr the Americans Saturday.

HISTORY 


1665—Princess Anne and later yueen 


daughter of James II, born: died 1714. 


1778—France officially acknowledged inde- 


pendence of United States .and prom- 
ised an alliance, a decisive event In the 
Revolution. Soon -after the Declara- 
tion of Independence Benjamin Frank- 
lin. Arthur Lee and Silas Deane bad 
been sent as commissioners to the con- 
tinental courts. 
No recognition was 


accorded them until after the defeat 
Of Burgoyne, at Saratoga, in .October, 
1777. 
This decisive battle" gave confi- 
dence to the court, and Louis XVI. in- 
fluenced by Marie Antoinette, a hearty 
ally of the Revolutionists, resolved to 
make common cause with the Ameri- 
cans. Lafayette had already offered 
his sword, arid soon after the treaty 
a French fleet from Toulon arrived In 
the Delaware.

ment sent to Gov. Wolcott Saturday 
his report of the regiment from the 
time it was mustered into the United 
States service as a volunteer organiza-

' The regiment reported for duty at 
the state camp ground May 3. and was 
mustered out November 3. at Sr ring- 
field. It left the 
camp ground

The regiment landed at 
Daiquiri, 


Cuba, on June 22. Speaking of the bat- 
tle of El Caney, on July 1, Col. Clark 
says: 


"The conduct of the officers and men 


under fire was commended by our most 
captious critics, but considering how 
we were handicapped by obsolete arms, 
black powder and so large a percentage 
of recruits, I feel that the regiment Re- 
serves high praise for its work in this 
action." 


At one time while the Second regi- 


ment was in front of Santiago 65 per 
cent of the regiment was unfit for duty 
by reason of sickness. 


On August 12 the regiment embarked 


on board the transport Mobile for the 
United States. Several deaths occurred 
during the passage. The Mobile ar- 
rived at camp Wickoff iXust 19, and 
the regiment disembarked ft» next 
day and marched- to detention camp, 
where it remained until August 25. On 
that day it marched to the permanent 
camp and on the day following re- 
ceived a furlough of 80 days, with or- 
ders to report for muster-out of the 
United States service at South Fram- 
ingharn, at the expiration of that time. 
Later on the pla<*e of muster-out was 
changed to Springfield and "on Novem- 
ber 3 Uie regiment reported at that 
place and was mustered out by Lieut- 
tenant-Colonel Weaver. 


From May 21 to November

Boston Opinion of Whittiesey, Parsons; 


and Post. 


The four western counties of the state 


have reason to be proud of their rep 
resentation in the state senate, says 
the Boston Globe. The senate of 99 as 
a body Is far above the average in thf 
ability of its members.- and five of thf 
best mpn In it are Messrs. Whlttlespy 
of Berkshire, Post of Berkshire and 
Hampshire, Parsons of Franklin and 


, Hampshire and Kenefick and Tyner 
of Hampden. 


Messrs. WhittJesey, Post and Par- 


sons are conservative's, perhaps ultra- 
conservatives, but in most ways they 
are ideal legislators. Mr. Post began 
his legislative career in 1862, during the 
civil war. He served two terms and 
then took a recess" for 20 years, when 
he was again sent to the house. His 
constituents returned him In 1887 and 
1897 also. This year he is serving his 
first term in the senate. 


Mr, Parsons is said to be one of the 


most promising of the younger men 
who have served in the legislature in 
recent years. He showed his indepen- 
fnce when he refused to vote for Henry 
Cabot Lodge for U.' S. senator. What- 
ever any one may think of the poli- 
tical wisdom of such an act, there can 
he no doubt of the courage needed to 
perform it 


Mr. Whittiesey talks little, although 


he is able to express his views when 
the occasion arises. If there Is any un- 
favorable criticism to be made of him 
it is; that his training and environment 
have made him what is sometimes 
called "a corporatieli" man." 
But he 


has shown more than once that he can- 
throw aside these limitations.
